Dutch Bulbs. 


HAT would gardening be without Dutch Bulbs? 
They are the promise of good cheer in our home 
during the long dreary winter months, and we 
look to them to brighten our windows during the 
holidays and to foretell the advent of spring out-of- 
doors. How could we get along without them? 
Their beauty and use are being more and more ap- 
preciated, and it issafe to say that thousands will be 
planted this year where never before. This Little 
Brown Book is full of fascinating varieties and 
should inspire you with sufficient enthusiasm to grow 
some this fall. The secrets of success are given, and 
you will be surprised at the pleasure you will derive 
from even a few bulbs grown either in the house or 
garden. 


HOW TO PLANT FOR THE HOUSE. 

The best soil is composed of rotted sod, rotted 
manure and sand. A little bone meal or pulverized 
sheep manure will help. Any good garden soil to 
which has been added one-fourth sand may be used. 
Mix your soil thoroughly and moisten before planting. 

Bulb pans or shallow boxes are best to grow bulbs 
in. The Adams’ Window Box is especially useful 
and will last many years. (See page 7.) Always 
provide proper drainage, then fill with soil to within 
two inches of the top, cover with a thin layer of sand 
and place the bulbs so that they nearly touch one 
another. Now cover with soil and firm well. Allow 
about an inch at the top for watering. 
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Water thoroughly and set in a dark cool place, 
preferably in the cellar or in a cold pit or frame and 
cover with damp sand or ashes. (See page 8.) 

The bulbs must form good roots before flowering, 
this rooting taking place while they are set away in 
the dark. Allow from two to twelve weeks for root- 
ing and bring gradually into the window two or three 
weeks before you expect them to flower. Water 
carefully whenever the soil becomes dry. 

The secrets of success are: 

Early planting (when the bulbs are received). 
Thorough rooting (from 2 to 12 weeks). 
Even watering (keep moist, but not too wet). 
Good soil (plenty of manure and sand). 
Patience (don’t try to force too early). 

The order of flowering in the house begins with the 
Oxalis, the Sacred Lily, the Paper White Narcissus 
and the Roman Hyacinths. They are soon followed 
by the White Calla, Freesias, Jonquils, and Duc 
Van Tholl Tulips. Brownie Hyacinths, Daffodils and 
Tulips follow in January, but do better in February 
and March. At Easter we have the Lily and an 
abundance of other Dutch Bulbs. Hyacinths, Tulips 
and Narcissus flower best in March, although very 
satisfactory results may often be obtained in Febru- 
ary. Oxalis and Calla Lily bulbs flower all winter. 

The bulbs, after flowering, except Callas, Freesias 
and Oxalis are useless for further forcing, their 
strength having been exhausted. They can be rip- 
ened off, kept dry through the summer, and planted 
out in the garden in the fall, except Roman Hya- 
cinths, Polyanthus Narcissus and Easter Lilies, which 
are not hardy in the north, and should be thrown 


away. 6

FLOWERS AT CHRISTMAS. 

One of the best uses for flowering bulbs is to grow 
them to flower at Christmas. What a pretty window 
one can arrange is shown in the picture on page 4. 
Nothing will give greater cheer to the home than a 
well-grown pot of Roman Hyacinths or Paper White 
Narcissus. They are the easiest to grow and anyone 
with ordinary patience can be sure of success. My 
Window Box Collection (B13) contains both and is a 
pronounced success, as is also Collection B 2, page 13. 

Callas, Freesias and Oxalis are all good bulbs for 
Christmas if planted early, especially the Freesia 
which will give more than usual pleasure to the 
possessor of a well-grown pot. Freesias for Christ- 
mas, by the way, should be planted as early in August 
as possible. 

Double Roman Narcissus are better than the 
Chinese Sacred Lily although both flower in Decem- 
ber if planted early. Campernelle Jonquils and Duc 
Van Tholl Tulips are not as easy to force but can 
with a little care be flowered Christmas. 

What a wealth of bloom is possible and how few 
realize it! What possibilities are offered for Christ- 
mas Gifts. Surely no one need be without flowers 
Christmas Day.

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HOW TO PLANT IN THE GARDEN. 


Plant in the fall as soon as received, from October 
until the ground freezes, in good, well-manured 
garden soil. In December cover the beds with 
several inches of leaves, rotted manure or litter. Re- 
move the covering in the spring when the bulbs begin 
to grow and the weather becomes warmer. 

After flowering the bulbs may be left in the ground 
or they may be taken up after the foliage has turned 
yellow, placed in bags and stored in a cool, dry place. 
Replant in the fall. Hyacinths and Tulips are never 
very satisfactory after the first year or two. Most 
of the other sorts will become established if left in 
the ground, and only need to be reset every three or 
four years when they become crowded. 

Out-of-doors the Snowdrop ushers in the season 
and is quickly succeeded by Crocuses, Glory of the 
Snow and Squills. Hyacinths and Narcissus follow, 
and Tulips come just behind. The garden is now 
ablaze, and by a judicious arrangement of bulbs 
with other spring-flowering plants, as Pansies, Violas, 
etc., it is full of glorious color until the passing of the 
tall, graceful Cottage Tulips and the dear old Poet's 
Narcissus in May. 
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BULBS IN THE GRASS. 


When planting bulbs in the grass first scatter them 
unevenly on the surface of the ground; then make 
holes with a crowbar or dibber where they fall. They 
never look well when planted in rows. Little clumps 
dotted here and there are, however, delightful. The 
bulbs should be covered to twice their longest diam- 
eter with fresh loam. Avoid cutting the grass, in 
the spring, where the bulbs are growing, until the 
leaves turn yellow. If this care is taken they will 
become established and flower year after year.

The best bulbs for the grass are Chionodoxas, 
Crocuses, Daffodils, Grape Hyacinths, Narcissus, 
Squills and Snowdrops. There is nothing prettier 
and they soon become established, looking like a 
happy colony of wild flowers.

YACINTHS are perhaps the best known of the 
Dutch Bulbs; they are easy to grow, effective in 
color and fragrant. In the garden they look 

best in formal beds or borders and various color 
combinations can be obtained. In the house they 
flower from Christmas to Easter and may be grown 
either in water or soil. I do not advise growing in 
water, however, as it is seldom satisfactory. Exhibi- 
tion Hyacinths should not be flowered before February 
or March. Brownie Hyacinths flower in January, and 
Romans asearly as Christmas. Out-of-door Hyacinths 
flower early, just after the Crocuses and are usually 
in full flower before the Tulips come out. 


WHITE ROMAN HYACINTHS.

There is nothing m«ure satisfactory for the house 
than the single White Roman Hyacinths. They 
will flower as early as December and are very easy to 
grow. I,know of no bulb more likely to give satis- 
faction and cannot too highly praise them.
